He has assumed command of 
all military forces in Cambodia, 
including a French operational 
group. This arrangement, made 
in agreement with French Com- 
missioner Maurice Dejean and 
military commander Gen. Henri 
Navarre, puts French troops un- 
der over-all control of the King 
for the first time. 

A French-commanded unit, 
made up of about 80 per cent 
Cambodian nationals, has started 
moving toward the Siem Pang 
area of Cambodia, where the 
Vietminh invaders were re- 
ported driving on the Mekong 
river town of Stung Treng.

The Advertising Club of St. 
Louis thrust banderillas of wit

Some of the blood-letting was 
done with a stiletto and some 
with a broad-ax, but victims 
singled out to be skewered at 
the full-dress affair, a time- 
honored barbecue of sacred 
cows, took it all in good spirit. 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly and 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker were 
among honor guests on hand in 
the Gold room of Hotel Jef- 
ferson to join in laughter at 
their own expense.

The werbal roasting of the 
President came in one of 16 
skits put on by club members 
between courses of a banquet 
which featured, as usual, filet 
mignon, Other scenes ribbed 
politicians great and small, local 
governments, civic progress, the 
police, St. Louis bankers and 
brewers, and the earnings tax. 

Take-Off on Telecast. 

Called “Elephant Boy,” the 
Eisenhower bit was a take-off 
on preparations for one of the 
President’s telecasts. Mr. Eisen- 
hower, fresh from _ cooking 
steaks, was shown entering in 
chef’s white hat and apron to 
find Robert Montgomery and 
other advisers concerned lest he 
prove wanting in TV appeal. 

The presidential explanation 

for sneaking: furtively on the 
scene was: “I don’t want McCar- 
thy to hear about this program. 
He might demand equal time to 
answer.” Nevertheless, a club 
member portraying McCarthy 
dashed in, wearing an army gen- 
eral’s uniform with a red-starred 
household recertacle as head- 
gear.

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As Time. Grows Short 


Time is becoming the most important hazard 
in St. Louis’s campaign for legislative authoriza- 
tion to re-impose the city's earnings tax which 
expired on April 1. 

Since the lower branch of the Legislature will 
not be back in session until next Tuesday, that 
is the earliest day on which a joint committee 
can be appointed to reconcile the differing bills 
adopted by House and Senate. Even if such a 
committee is promptly assembled, there will be 
only 10 days left to complete the legislative 
processes. Under the 60-day limit on special ses- 
sions, the Legislature must adjourn April 23. 
That is why the current informal efforts to find 
a basis for agreement are so important. 

What the city wants is well known: permanent 
authority to impose the earnings tax by decision 
of the Board of Aldermen. But since neither bill 
contains such an unlimited grant, it may become 
necessary to accept the three-year extension 
voted by the Senate. Its bill is by far the more 
liberal of the two. 

Both versions provide for referendums on the 
tax, but again the Senate’s is the lesser evil. It 
permits a referendum if 15 per cent of the voters 
of St. Louis want one. The House bill, however, 
insists on a referendum at next November's elec- 
tions when the issue could be thoroughly snarled 
up in national political contests. House Repub- 
licans have tried from the outset to blow up 
such a political football. 

This attitude ignores the city’s vital services 
and the threat to its fiscal stability. It recklessly 
risks inflaming city-state and city-suburb hostili- 
ties when co-operation of all parts of the politi- 
cal community is increasingly important. Most 
House members ought to know that St. Louis 
would not be the only victim of such tactics. 


Some of them may be mollified by the ex- 
planation that the City Administration is by no 
means averse to submitting the earnings tax to 
the voters under any and all conditions. It would 
be more fair to conduct such a test in a special 
election, uncomplicated by irrelevant partisan 
contests. Also it would be beyond legal chal- 
lenge if it consisted in the submission of an 
amendment to the city charter. The House bill, 
however, would only create a more cumbersome 
renewal process. 

Because of the uncertainty kept alive by that 
process, the city would lose perhaps the chief 
value of this taxing authority, That is the assur- 
ance of continuing ability to meet its expenses 
and thus to maintain the credit essential for 
any long-range plan for rehabilitation and im- 
provement. 

This is what ts at stake as time runs out. 
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Now Get on With the Job! 


After the Samuel P. Sears fiasco, there will 
be a general wait-and-see attitude toward Ray 
H. Jenkins of Knoxville, Tenn. Mr. Jenkins is 
the newly chosen counsel for the Senate sub- 
committee investigation into the battle between 
Senator McCarthy and the Army, including ex- 
changes of lie charges. 

This “middle of the road” Republican, as he 
calls himself, surely would not have. taken the 
assignment after the resignation of Mr. Sears 
were the new counsel subject to any of the same 
kind of criticism. Even so, it would have been 
far better, in our opinion, for the inquiry to be 
conducted by the Armed Services Committee, of 
which Senator McCarthy is not a member. 

This embarrassment may still plague the in- 
vestigation or even bring it to some unfortunate 
termination. We hope not. Now the job is to get 
the inquiry started as soon as possible. Already 
far too much time has been lost. 

If hearings begin April 21, as now scheduled, 
that would be almost six full weeks since the 
Army and Senator McCarthy exchanged their 
accusations—and two months and a half after 
Senator McCarthy told Gen. Zwicker he was 
“not fit to wear the uniform.” 

The issue is what it has been all along: who 
lied, Senator McCarthy and Roy M. Cohn—or 
top Army Department officials, Secretary Stev- 
ens and Army Counsel Adams? 

President Eisenhower’s legislative program 
cannot receive the full attention that is its due 
until this issue is resolved,

In short, on Tuesday county voters had to 
make decisions regarding 130 governmental units. 
Nor is that a full accounting of all the governing 
bodies in St. Louis county. 

Much of the county’s growth of governments 
has been just as helter-skelter as the county's 
own rapid growth to urban status, The county 
government does not really govern the county— 
only parts of it and only some of the problems 
which arise there. Otherwise citizens must seek 
their collective progress through a host of cities, 
towns, boards and commissions. 

Few county residents would argue for one big 
government for their big county. They want local 
government under local control. But how many 
will say that the present governmental maze is 
efficient, economical or even particularly demo- 
cratic? The choices put before voters are too 
numerous, too diffuse and too difficult for effec- 
tive popular control of all public services. 

Consequently the county does have spokesmen 
—and movements —for functional unification. 
The first step was approval of the home rule 
charter and a renovated central county govern- 


_ ment four years ago. The metropolitan sewer 


district, representing both county and city, is 
another measure of progress. The proposal for 
a new county police system i, still another. 

The trend is definitely toward county—and 
metropolitan—unification. The accomplishment 


undoubtedly will require years of effort, and full 
political unification may prove unnecessary, if 
not impossible. But certainly an urban county 
with 200 governments has many too many. 
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Rebuke for Aity, Gen. Brownell 


Whether he admits it or not, Attorney Gen- 
eral Brownell has suffered a sharp setback in 
Congress in the form of the wiretap bill passed 
by the House. 

The Attorney General proposed a grant of 
power for himself which would have given him 
the authority to say when the FBI could tap 
wires in security cases with the wiretapped in- 
formation available for use as legal evidence. He 
went so far as to get Republican Representative 
Keating of New York to change his position on 
the legislation so as to abandon the view that 
such authority should exist only on a federal 
court order. 

Not only that; Mr. Brownell and his support- 
ers then began to call their bill the “anti-traitor” 
bill in the belief that no one could vote against 
an “anti-traitor” bill. The slick advertising cam- 


paign did not work. Led by Democratic Repre- . 


sentatives Willis of Louisiana (sponsor of the 
substitute) and Rayburn of Texas, the former 
Speaker, the House voted overwhelmingly 
against the Attorney General. Thirty-two Re- 
publicans broke away from their leadership and 
voted with 188 Democrats and one Independent 
to produce a 221-to-166 defeat for Mr. Brownell. 

As the bill goes to the Senate, it would re- 
quire the Attorney General to obtain a federal 
court order before the Department of Justice 
could tap wires for legal evidence against sus- 
pected spies and saboteurs. This is certainly 
an infinite improvement over the Brownell ver- 
sion which would have tossed the Fourth Amend- 
ment’s guarantee “against unreasonable searches 
and seizures” into the ashcan. 

The Senate should look this legislation over 
with greatest care. The Administration should 
be required to demonstrate its need and to 
prove that it would be of value. The use of wire- 
tapped evidence would be a long step down the 
road to the police state. It would remove a legis- 
lative protection that has been on the statute 
books since passage of the 1934 Federal Com- 
munications Act. 

The Post-Dispatch has opposed any lessening 
of this safeguard of the privacy of the individual 
citizen against endless snooping, prying and 
eavesdropping. We have seen no proof that it 
would be of any material assistance in tracking 
down subversives. On the contrary we are im- 
pressed with the argument that it would dry up 
leads that the FBI now gets. 

Thomas B. Curtis's constituents can take real 
satisfaction in the record of the Republican Con- 
gressman from St. Louis and the county. Mr. 
Curtis insisted that any grant of authority be 
carefully restricted against probable misuse. He 
offered a sharply limiting amendment. Then he 
was one of 10 who voted No on the final rollcall 
when he was not satisfied with the terms of the 
bill. We applaud him warmly on standing out 
firmly for his beliefs. 
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Over Lightly 


The breakfast arrangements of the Effingham 
County (Ill.) Poultry and Egg Improvement As- 
sociation suit us fine. Eggs are to be served 
May 15 as part of Effingham’s centennial cele- 
bration. (Eggs not more than 100 minutes old, 
we hope and trust.) But while the association 
says what it is going to serve with the eggs— 
namely, charcoal-broiled ham, fruit juice, hot 
rolis and coffee—it does not say how it is going 
to serve the eggs. 

This is an all-important point, if the associa- 
tion is as much in earnest about improving break- 
fasts as it is about improving poultry and eggs. 
Personally, we incline to the view that one of 
the noblest incarnations of the egg on the break- 
fast table is provided by the Spanish omelette. 
Huevos rancheros, or eggs ranch style—a Mexi- 
can dish—is also something pretty special in the 
line of breakfasts. Hot and saucy. 

Scrambled eggs become something completely 
out of this galaxy when minced clams are cooked 
with them. And the ideal environment for poach- 
ing eggs is tomato juice. So far as we are con- 
cerned, the possibilities for improving break- 
fasts by improving eggs are as endless as they 
are zestful. We hope the Effingham County 
Poultry and Egg Improvement Association will 
look into the matter thoroughly. 
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Senator Frear’s Head Tax 

Senator Frear of Delaware has made a move 
that may help clarify the issue of increasing 
personal income tax exemptions. He proposes 
that individuals who would be eliminated from 
the income tax rolls as a result of such an in- 
crease pay a nominal “head tax” of $5 or $10. 

Such a flat rate tax would meet the objections 
of those who say that present income taxpayers 
should be retained on the rolls in order to re- 
main aware of their obligations as citizens. It 
would not, however, impose a very heavy bur- 
den upon the lower income groups and would 
not extract much revenue.from them. 

Thus the Frear plan may compel those who 
oppose an increase in exemptions to declare 
whether they are mainly interested in maintain- 
ing tax consciousness, or in levying taxes upon 
the lower income groups. 

As Raymond P. Brandt, chief Washington cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch, pointed out in 
a recent discussion of the subject, there are 
strong economic reasons for increasing exemp- 
tions if the general state of business makes a 
tax cut of any kind desirable. 

The principal reason is that a tax cut concen- 
trated at the lower end of the income scale is 
most likely to release immediate purchasing 
power that will be converted into immediate 
stimulus to the economy. A tax cut in the form 
of reduced rates which gave equal or greater 
relief to the upper income groups would trans- 
late itself only partly into increased spending, 
the rest going into savings which might or might 
not stimulate production and business activity. 

If business conditions later this year argue in 
favor of an income tax cut at all, there would be 
good reason for applying the cut in the form of 
higher personal exemptions. Senator Frear’s 
plan, or some variation of it, would permit this 
to be done without eliminating large numbers 
from any tax obligation at all.

In his reply to Gov. Adlai Stevenson, 
Vice President Nixon said of the Demo- 
crats that “they know that this (the 
Democratic military program) would 
force us into bankruptcy, that we would 
destroy our freedom in attempting to 
defend it.” (Is this not a reckless 
charge? ) 

In his budget address, the President 
said, “We cannot afford to build military 
strength by § sacrificing economic 
strength.”

gressmen hav e 
made similar state- 
ments. 

It is also evident 
from testimony of

Stevenson wisely stressed 
the priority of security over finance. 


What Do Republicans Mean? 


It is about time that we repudiated 
this foolish talk about bankruptcy. (This 
is aside from the surprising statement 
made by the Vice President that bank- 
ruptcy means a loss of freedom in the 
same sense as a Communist victory.) 


I do not know what the Republican 
leaders mean by bankuptcy, but they 
certainly cannot mean inability to meet 
dollar obligations.“ Every sovereign 
power can meet the obligations ex- 
pressed in its currency. 


What are the signs of bankruptcy? 
Are they the rise since 1933 of gross 
output of 190 per cent, of per capita 
disposable income (after taxes) of 99 
per cent, of personal consumption ex- 
penditures of 227 per cent, of gross pri- 
vate investment of 1386 per cent? (All 
of these are corrected for price changes 
and hence represent genuine gains.) 


Is it a sign of bankruptcy that since 
the depression ’30s the 20 per cent of 
households with the lowest incomes in- 
creased their real incomes before taxa- 
tion by 45 per cent, and the next four 
quartiles (from high to low incomes) 
by 41, 29, 22 and 14 per cent, respective- 
ly? (Similar results are found after 
taxes.) :

Distribution Has Improved 


Note that this improvement in’ dis- 
tribution avhich strengthens our system 
was consistent with a great rise in out- 
put, consumption and investment. 

Is it the heavy tax load that spells 

ptcy for the present Administra- 
tion? On this score note that taxes ac- 
counted for 26 per cent of our gross 
product as compared with 33%, 34 and 
31% per cent for the United Kingdom, 
Germany and France, . 

Yet per capita income in the United 
States was lost three times that of 
the United Kingdom and France and 
four times that of Germany. Surely the 
tax burden, however annoying, consid- 
ered relative to per capita income is 
not bankrupting us. -

Incidentally, I am surprised that the 
President's speech writers inserted in 
his tax speech the statement that an in- 
crease of deficits passes the burden on 
to future generations. 

Is inflation the measure of impending 
bankruptcy? In the campaign, the Re- 
publicans made much of the 50-cent dol- 
lar. They failed, however, to note that 
there were four times as many dollars 
around and hence that all dollars were 
worth twice as much as before the war. 


Where the Danger Lies 


They also failed to note that the In- 
flation was a by-product of a great and 
medium sized war; that accompanying 
the inflation of the last 20 years had 
been a rise of output of almost two 
times; that the moderation of inflation 
as measured by the relation of price 
rise to percentage of income going to 
war was unprecedented (the inflation 
on this basis was but one fourteenth 
that to be expected from the experi- 
ence during the Civil War and one third 
that to be expected from the experi- 
ence of World War I). 

From all of this I conclude that the 
Administration is endangering our se- 
curity by over-stressing financial con- 
siderations. 

They are reducing our military 
strength and depending too much on 
the atomic bomb because they believe 
we face financial disaster if Truman 
military policies are continued. 

I stress the point that the Govern- 
ment cut military outlays by four bil- 
lion dollars when, according to all fore- 
casts, gross national product in 1954 is 
likely to fall by 5 per cent or more (or 
at least 17 billion dollars) because of 
inadequate spending, and besides fail- 
ing to gain, as it normally does by 11 
billion dollars. Hence, here, because of 
insufficient spending, is a loss of 28 
billion dollars. 

An increased outlay of 10 to 15 bil- 
lion dollars for security would save us 
from unnecessary wastage of resources 
and add (through secondary effects) 10 
to 15 billion dollars of income to our 
private economy. 


More Spending Is Needed 


The point that I make here {fs not 
that we should spend for military pur- 
poses in order to keep our economy 
healthy. There are much more produc- 
tive ways of spending money. 

What I am stressing is that we should 
not, in weighing financial considera- 
tions excessively, endanger our defense. 
Furthermore, reduced spending would 
not bolster our economy now. 

Finally, I note that the National Plan- 

ng Association showed (“Can We Af- 
ford Additional Programs for National 
Security,” October, 1953) that an “ad- 
ditional program of 10 billion dollars 
by 1956 (above the Administration’s pro- 
jected outlays) would not interfere with 
further business expansion and would

WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP) | 
-~ Attorney-General Brownell 
gave President Eisenhower a re- 
port yesterday, dealing with fac- 
tors “believed to have caused 


the virtual collapse” of the 
small defense plant pooling pro- 
gram. 

Brownell said “little has been 
found to brighten the gloomy 
picture” of production pooling 
portrayed by the Senate Small 
Business Committee in 1952 
when it termed the program a 
“failure.” 

The Attorney General de- 
scribed as an “unfair” generali- 
zation “the impression held by 
many procurement officials that 
the average production pool is 
no more than a conglomeration 
of ‘tin shops and garages headed 
up by a five per center.’” 

But he admitted this view is 
not entirely without foundation. 

(The term “five per center” 
usually is used to describe some- 
one hired by a company to 
w Government contracts 
for a fee amounting to 5 per 
cent.) . 

On the theory that small firms 
could combine their production 
facilities and qualify for defense 
work they would be unable to 
undertake separately Congress 
authorized the formation of pro- 
duction pools in the 1950 de- 
fense production act. 

Under that law .approval of 
Attorney General is required be- 
cause such pools are granted im- 
munity from certain anti-trust 
laws and Federal Trade Commis- 
sion rules.

“The best information avail- 
able,” Brownell went on, “in- 
dicates that, despite the expen- 
ditures of considerable sums of 
money for organization and for 
the seeking of contracts, 16 pools 
have had no success whatever 
in obtaining defense contracts.

The mail came from New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Conneticut and 
Washington, D. C. A man from 
Appleton, Wis., mailed his let- 
ter from Philadelphia. An Army 
major and captain, stationed at 
West Point, were among the 
contributors. A school child 
sent 12 cents in stamps. 

About two dozen of the let- 
ters were pro-McCarthy. One 
said, “Give this up if you're a 
loyal American.” Another said, 
“Why don’t you left-wing jerks 
give up.” Another enclosed a 
piece of Russian paper money 
worth 500 of something. 

Many favorable replies car- 
ried offers to work free on the 
group’s project. Typical of the 
favorable replies was: “Thank 
heavens McCarthy has not yet 
succeeded in stifling every voice 
in the land.” Another: “I only 
wish I could afford to send 100 
times as much.” 

‘Wholesome Response.’ 

George R. Donahue, group 
chairman and former national 
director of the Association of 
Catholic Trade Unionists, said

Block is one of America’s 
leading nuclear physicists and 
worked on the development of 
the atomic bomb at Stanford 
apd Los Alamos, N.M. The pro- 
posed European research center 
will concentrate exclusively on 
the non-military development of 
nuclear energy. 

Block’s appointment was 
unanimously approved at a pri- 
vate meeting of the 12 nations 
sponsoring the project. Only 
three of these nations—Britain, 
Switzerland and Denmark — 
have thus far ratified the agree- 
ment for establishment of the 
research center, whose equip- 
tient is to include one of the 
world’s largest Synchrotrons.

Details of Plan 
Annual Wage 


Seeks Full Pay for Weeks in Which Any 
Time Is Worked — Seniority 
Workers Get Break.

CHICAGO, April 9—The CIO 
United Automobile Workers, 
largest union in this country, to- 
day disclosed details of its guar- 
anteed annual wage plan, major 
objective of proposals to the 
automotive industry next year 
at expiration of current 5-year 
contracts. Bargaining strategy 
has veered from immediate 
bread-and-butter demands to 


long-range security in the face 
ot symptoms of continued unem- 
ployment and technological de- 
velopments displacing skilled 
workers. 


Disclosure of the annual wage 
proposal, which actually is 
watered down, embodies a basic 
principle which may be a step- 
ping stone for mass industrial 
négotiations. The disclosure 
came during an unusual educa- 
tional conference. The U.A.W. 
meeting is composed of 2500 
delegates from locals throughout 
the country and in Canada, rep- 
resenting 1,600,000 workers. 
Topics range from union objec- 
tives “in the industry to “Mc- 
Carthyism” at home and the 
plight of hungry millions in the 
Far. East. 


e* «Reuther Concept. 


The whole affair, unprece- 
dented in union annals in this 
country; is employed to imple- 
ment a concept of Walter P. 
Reuther, president of the U.A.W. 
and of the C.LO., that union 
membership entails obligations 
of citizenship and responsibil- 
ities to defend global demo- 
cratic civilization, now menaced 
by the H-bomb. 


The conference also has a 
strong political undertone. Reu- 
ther, in an opening address last 
night, said labor had lost con- 
fidence in the Administration of 
President Eisenhower. He chal- 
lenged Government statistics on 


unemployment, asserting they 
lagged behind developments and 
tended to minimize the situation, 
failing also to take into account 
“partially unemployed workers” 
working days have been cut to 
“two and three days a week.” 
Wage Plan Provisions. 


Major points of the proposed 
annual wage plan, prepared 
after months of research and 
discussed in detail today, in- 
clude provisions for some com- 
pensation for all, in event of 
layoffs, but give seniority work- 
ers a break. 

The proposal provides that 
available workers will be guar- 
anteed a 40-hour work week un- 
less notified in advance they 
would be laid off for an entire 
week. When such notice is given, 
seniority workers would draw 
payments for each idle week 
sufficient “to enable them to 
maintain the same living stan- 
dards as when fully employed.” 

The 40-hour guarantee would 
be effective for every week in 
which the worker would be 
called to report, if no advance 
layoff notice was given, In other 
words, the UAW now seeks to 
bargain on a weekly basis; the 


nical provisions, of direct inter- 
est to workers in different estab- 
lishments, governing payments 
on a seniority basis. 


In dealing with financing of 
the guaranteed annual wre 
plan, the UAW proposes that 
the employer’s liability tor guu.- 
anteed weekly payments would 
be reduced by the amount of 
state workmen's unemployment 
compensaton. This measure, the 
Post-Dispatch learned, is one 
of several designed to swing big 
industry in line in advocacy of 
increased federal and state social 
security legislation. The same 
strategy was used in gaining 
pension plans. 

Further financing details, in 
a plan which has yet to be pre- 
sented in toto to employers, 
would have the employer set up 
a reserve trust fund. The whole 
business would be administered 
by a joint board with an impar- 
tial chairman, who could vote 
only to break deadlocks. 


Criticizes Eisenhower. 


Reuther, in criticism of the 
Eisenhower Administration, said 
the UAW had not lost confi- 
dence in the future although 
disillusioned about present lead- 
ership. He declared that the 
Administration had confused 
“confidence with complacency” 
and added it had a “do nothing 
attitude,” envisioning that 
“spring and the robins” would 
cure unemployment. The CIO 
president asserted President 
Eisenhower had not acted on his 
suggestions in 1953 for a meet- 
ing of representatives of labor, 
management, consumer groups 
and agricultural groups to stave 
off unemployment. 


Dealing directly with the Auto 


Workers Union, Reuther told of 
its “economic, political 
moral responsibilities.” He in- 
dicated appreciation of the eco- 
nome power of his union, now 
directed for the annual wage 
proposal, but added that “power 
without morality in the world 
with which we live is power 
without purpose.”

i ot STUDENT NURSE 


HERE FIRST IN NEW 
ARMY PROGRAM 


Miss Betty F. Morgan of New 


Orleans, a senior in St. Louis 
University’s School 6f Nursing, 
is the first nurse in the country 
to receive an appointment un- 
der the Army's new registered 
nurse student program, it was 
announced today. 

The program is designed pri- 
marily to meet needs of the 
Army, but also will agument the 
number of civilian graduate 
nurses. Eligible nurses receive 
the pay and allowances ($338 a 
month) of a second lieutenant on 
active duty with the Army Nurse 
Corps during their senior year 
in college. They then serve 


two years on active duty with 
the nurse corps after gradua- 


tion. 
Miss Morgan served two years 
in the Army Nurse Corps before 


entering the university in 1952 
to obtain her degree in nursing 
education. She will complete 
her studies this year under the 
Army program, then will be as- 
signed to an. Army station.

COSTELLO, WIFE 
BANAED $268 000 
IN FOUR YEARS 


Period Covers Time 
Gambler Is Alleged to 


Have Dodged $73,437 
in Taxes.

NEW YORK, April 9—Frank 
Costello and his wife made bank 
deposits totaling at least $268.- 
000 in the four years he is al- 
leged to have cheated the Gov- 
ernment of $73,437, a jury try- 
ing him on tax. evasion charges 
was told yesterday. 

It was shown in United States 
district court that Mrs. Loretta 
B. Geigerman Costello deposited 
a total of $101,990 to her check- | 
ing account in the Corn Ex. | 
change Bank from 1946 through 
1949. Those are the years men- 
tioned in the indictment against 
Costello. 

Mrs. Costello also had an ac- 
count at the Meadowbrook Na- 
tion Bank in Port Washington, 
L. I., details of which are ex- 
pected later. 

About $40,000 of the $101,990 
figure was in cash. The Corn 
Exchange Bank records showed 
that $167,000 deposited in Cos- 
tello’s own account was entirely 
in checks, ranging from $435 to 
$30,000. It is only in recent 
years that the gambler has been 
trusting banks. He used to keep 
his money at home, according to 
testimony he gave a_ federal 
grand jury in 1939, brought out 
yesterday. 

This disclosed that he kept 
about $40,000 in a drawer, which 
prompted the question in the 
grand jury room, “how can you 
keep a fortune in a drawer?” 

“I never had a fortune—I am 
a gambler,” Costello replied 
laconically. He subsequently de- 
scribed the drawer as really be- 
ing a safe. 

According to the- indictment, 
Costello reported a net income 
of $75,417 for the ‘four years 
and paid $20,489 in taxes. His 
true income, it is charged, was 
at least $213,541 and he should 
have paid taxes totaling $93,927.

HAT masterful English director, Carol Reed (“Night 
Train, “Odd Man Out,” “The Third Man,” “Outcast of 
the Islands,”) has turned out a corking suspense-spy 
iim in “THE MAN BETWEEN." which opens tonight atthe 
| SHADY OAK TER. 

Set in present-day Berlin, ft detaild the 
efforts of a Communist gang to kidnap a 
West German agent, and ends up with as 
tense and tingling a chase as I’ve had the 
good fortune to see, in a long time. But 
Reed always goes beyond mere melodrama. 
There is realism, depth and intelligence 
~dmplicit in his treatment. The gauntness, cynicism and 
‘shabbiness of the divided city is captured, the characters 
“are indelibly etched and vividly colored, each scene is com- 
“posed for arresting effect. The photography, with its low- 
keyed lighting and artistic arrangement of Dilacks and 
whites and greys, is top-notch. Harry Kurnitz’s screenplay 
is smooth and literate. 

James Mason and Claire Bloom give two of the best 
performances of the year. Mr. Mason, as a disillusioned 
German black market racketeer and Commanist-employed 
kidnaper, gives a singularly probing portrayal of a smooth 
rascal who falls prey to his better instincts which he had 
thought long since extinguished by war and bitterness. Miss 
Bloom, as an English girl embroiled in the plot when she 
come té visit her brother, a British Army officer, and his 
German wife, is lovely and radiant, but more than that, 
an actress of exquisite sensitiveness and expressiveness. Her 
face illuminates each thought so elequently that dialogue is 
just a decoration. The scene between her and Mason in an 
apartment which they have bought for a night as a hideout 
from ‘pursting Communist police, is one of rare and delicate 
tenderness. Hildegarde Neff is quite capable as the German 
‘Fister-in-law, and there is a good gallery of characters, 
sinister or purposeful, by German actors.

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THE SURGEON operates early, with the possibility 
that he'll find a normal appendix, because that gives his 
patient the best chance for complete recovery if the appen- 
dix was inflamed. ‘If the appendix is normal, then he re- 
thoves it to prevent future trouble. 

- Putting it another way, the surgeon would rather save 
his patient’s Mfe than preserve a spotless reputation for 
100 per cent perfect diagnosis. By the time he’s abolutely 
positive it’s an inflamed appendix, the safest time for opera- 
tion is already long past. 

- Because so.many discoveries of modern science seem 
miraculous, youl tend to expect miracles where fone exist. 
This particularly applies to the art of medicine. Some dis- 
eases are hard to diagnose, Some can’t be cured. Not all 
gperations are successful, even when done by the most 
expert surgeons. 

- ‘hough there’s a lot of science in medicine, the lack 
af knowledge, the uncertainties of human responses and 
the vagaries of disease make medical practice more an art 
than a science. The medical art is not infallible. Though 
it has become much more scientific, the varied manifesta- 
tens of disease make .some. failures inevitable, 


: * * 

- SOME DISEASES are obscure, Even when they've been 
present for some time, it’s hard to diagnose them for cure. 
Multiple Sclerosis and stomach cancer are such diseases. 

: The ‘bewildering number of diagnostic gadgets and 
tests “sometimes give the impfession that diagnostic cer- 
tainty is*here now. The truth is, no test tells all. Early 
in a disease, most tests are completely negative. 

Though medical: advances are astonishing and well 
Worth great pride, an occasional look at the other side 
of the pieture helps keep our feet on the ground. You 
should expect competence and thoroughness from your 
doctor. But remember that neither he nor anyone knows 
everything about disease or its cure. The medical pro- 
fession and research scientists are working in that direc- 
tlon but there is still a long road of discovery ahead of us.

Replacing Wood Porch Posts. 
HEN people start running 


wood 
posts that were put there to

The job then 
is to replace them and the ma- 
terial to use here is not wood 
but masonry.

Get hold of a couple of house 
jacks and hoist the porch up 
just enough so you can rip 
out the old posts. Now go to 
work and dig a hole where the 
masonry piers are to go. These 
holes should be about 12 inches 
square and should be set below 
the frost line. Pour in a con- 
crete footing about six to eight 
inches thick. 


When this is dry start build- 
ing up the pier. Brick or ma- 
sonry block can be used for

Additional mortar can be ap- .

HAVE reached the point where I don’t feel I can go 
on with my marriage as it is.

Second Marriages

ECOND marriages following death of a spouse are no 

less successful than first marriages, as my researches 

prove;. but there are some special points to be 
considered. 

Mrs. M. raises a few of these, explaining “I am about 
to marry a widower with one child—a boy 9. I am a widow 
with two children—a girl 10 and a boy 8. Our wedding 
ceremony will be very small, quiet, and probably restricted 
to our families. But the subject of rings confuses us a little. 
Does the wife receive an engagement ring? What is the 
fate of the widow's previous engagement and wedding rings? 

“Do all the children automatically take the name of 
the new father, or is there a choice?”

WHETHER THE WIDOW gets a new engagement ring 
usually depends on finances, Mrs. M. Any woman would 
appreciate such a gift but it is by no means obligatory. 
Many women continue to wear the rings of the first 
marriage along with those of the second. Perhaps you have 
seen a woman wearing two, or even three, wedding rings. 
It is a matter of taste, and in my own opinion, bad taste. 
Keep your present rings in your safe deposit box and let 
your son use them in the future. If you want a full dis- 
cussion on such points, ask your public library for one of 
the standard books on etiquette. 

Your children are not expected to take the name of 
the new father unless he takes out legal adoption papers— 
as is often done. Presumably, they are proud of their 
real father, and want to be identified with his family as 
well as with yours and that of their new step-father. 
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IT WILL BE AN ADVANTAGE if you and your hus- 
band can start in a new home, Mrs. M. One of you may 
already own a good home and it may seem simple and 
easy to occupy it. You'll do better to sell out and start 
afresh, even at a slight financial sacrifice. It is important 
to get away from old patterns and start with brand new 
patterns which belong wholly to this new marriage. 

You are entitled to loving memories of your first 
marriage, and I hope you have many. But keep them to 
yourself (and, within reason, to your son and daughter) and 
don’t let them get mixed up in &ny way with your new 
venture. This one must start on its own feet, not on the 
shoulders of a previous enterprise.

He's Leading the Life of Rose Tester 


One of 40 in Nation, Retired St. Lo uisan Has 300 Bushes in Back Yard— Gives Some Advice

NCE upon a time a subur- 


banite went down to the 


store and bought some rose 
bushes and put them in the 
ground and they bloomed nicely 
after a while and when he gave 
roses to his friends he simply 
said, “Nothing to this rose grow- 
ing, really.” 


Anybody who believes that has 
never met a rose grower. 


Growing roses is a feat equiva- 
lent to learning to perform cal- 
culus on the abacus; a challenge 
mighty 


of failure lies right around the 
next aphid. Any rose grower 
worthy of the name knows that, 
but the particular rose grower 
we will turn to today is William 
Sisco who grows an awful lot 
of them. 

Sisco, a full-fledged rosarian 
who speaks with authority, is a 
“tester” in the rose world—a 
far-flung empire populated by 
enthusiastic addicts. We asked 
him how things were going in 
the rose world and he said things 
were active. 

He is active too, this springy- 
stepped man in his seventies who 
found an entire new life in gar- 
dening after retirement. He’s 
got about 300 rose bushes in his 
back-yard garden at 6032 Clem- 
ens avenue—representing about 
150 varieties and representing 
his philosophy of life. 

He feels that his flowers, pri- 
marily his roses, put joy and 
zest and interest in his life; he 
gets as much kick out of hybrid- 
izing a new species as some folks 
get out of ringing up a straight 
flush on the last card. 

His comment about the retired 
life is not veiled. 

He says, “Any retired man 
who doesn't find something he 
can take an active interest in is 
out of his mind. Personally, I 
think roses are the best hobby 
in the world but I’m prejudiced.” 

Sisco, who at 70-odd gets 
around in a bouncy way younger 
men could envy, is a retired 
railroad freight rate man. He's 

Louisville, Ky., and he 
werked a lot of places, back in 
the boomer days when a railroad 
man often had travel lust built 
into the itchy foot. He settled 
down at Missouri Pacific and 
stayed there 37 years and retired 
several years ago. 

His qualifications to be a rose 
tester for the big dealers go way 
back—Sisco organized the Men’s 
Garden Club of St. Louis back 
before World War I, is first vice 
president now and is considered 
a qualified expert by the dealers 
who depend on his judgment. 

If you don’t know precisely 
what a rose tester is, do not 
consider yourself the member of 
a benighted minority group. 
There are about 40 testers in 
~ country, and it works like 


Dealers, highly aware of the 
expense and complicated distri- 
bution problems and the mani- 
fold factors involved in present- 
ing a new rose to the public, 
don’t rush into anything. They 
send their new rose to testers, 
experts like Sisco. The testers 
watch the roses closely. This 
sounds easy? Ha. This very 
minute things are tense in the 
rose world. 

Of all the roses in Sisco’s gar- 
den, the roses under test are the 
only ones he won't talk about at 
considerable length. These roses 
are secret-type roses—mum is 
the word until the successful 
roses are marketed; the wash- 
outs flunked out. 

One does not simply draw up 
a chair and watch a rose. An 
awful lot of bookkeeping is in- 
volved; spot checks are made on 
such facets, among many others, 
as vigor, foliage, stem, form, 
substance and, of course, color. 

One section of reports is given 
over to “habits” of roses. Gen- 
erally speaking, roses have ex- 
emplary habits as the term is 
commonly used, but habits in 
this case refers to character- 
istics of growth and so on and 
some of the roses turn out to be 
pretty shady items. 

For all this work, which Sisco 
doesn’t consider work, the St. 
Louis tester gets paid a sum 
total of nothing. 

“However,” he said, “I cer- 
tainly get a nice bunch of rose 
varieties. No, I don’t get paid 
and I’m glad I don’t. In the first 
place, it’s all fun for me and 
dickering for fees would take 
some of the fun out of it. Be- 
sides, it would obligate me— 
this way I’m a free agent and 
can call my shots as I see them.” 

Besides, he said, his garden in 
full bioom is pay enough for 
him and more besides. The tester 
—who gets to know more about 
each rose than a finance com- 
pany does about a borrower— 


can deliver a pretty frank and 
merciless report. 

“Take this one,” he said, point- 
ing. “I wrote a dealer the other 
day and reported this rose had 
a weak neck.” 

Another aspiring rose bush got 
thumbs-down because it would 
not get very big. Sisco said, “The 
dealer wrote back and said it got 
eight feet high in California. But 
you know how it is out there.” 

If a certain rose receives fa- 
vordble reports from enough 
testers then the developers know 
they have something they can 
offer the rose-growing public. 

Matter of fact, said Sisco, 
there’s nothing like rose-growing 
for folks who delight in argu- 
mentative discussion, which is a 
euphuism for insinuating loudly 
that the other fellow doesn’t 
know what he’s talking about. 

“Get two rose growers to- 
gether and you've got a debate,” 
Sisco said. “Not long ago a fel- 
low came to me and asked me 
how to get started on rose grow- 
ing. I gave him a few funda- 
mentals, and he has some pretty 
good roses. The only thing, now 
he spends all his time telling 
me I'm growing my own roses 
all wrong. Never fails. Lots of 
fun.”

EN are the worst about 
M arguing, he has discovered 

after longtime rounds of 
speaking engagements to rose- 
lovers at men’s and women’s 
clubs. Women are inclined sim- 
ply to take facts as handed out 
and compare notes calmly. 

“Men shout and wave their 
arms and get so technical no- 
body knows what anybody is 
talking about,” he said, adding 
that women seem oddly reason- 
able on this particular subject. 

“How do you grow roses, gen- 
erally speaking?”, we asked 
Sisco brightly, and he flinched 
visibly. 

But, with a leary reluctance 
to get too technical or dogmatic, 
and stressing by his attitude that 
the question was somewhat like

asking how high {s up, he had 
a few tips for beginners—a be- 
ginner being somebody who 
doesn’t know enough to say he’s 
all wrong. 

Briefly: 

This is a good time of year to 
set roses. However, they can go 
in as long as the plant is dor- 
mant, meaning not sending out 
fresh shoots. Those are just the 
kind amateurs buy at the store 
and they’re whipped before they 
start. 

“Radiance” is a good variety 
for beginners, although there are 
many, many others. In setting, 
make sure the hole is large 
enough to let the roots spread 
naturally; tamp the earth firmly 
to ground level in planting, 
water well, cone up loose dirt 
above the “union” several inches. 
The union is where the canes 
separate. The canes are the 
stalks. Don’t tamp the conical 
pile of dirt. 

Cover the set plant with a 


tow sack for 10 or 12 days to 
help retain moisture. When 
things get going good, move the 
cone-shaped pile of dirt away 
leaving only an inch or two of 
dirt above the bed level.

ISCO never fertilizes his roses 
G ater July 15 because of the 

danger of winter growth and 
possible death of the bush. In 
fertilizing, put the commercial 
mixture several inches away 
from the base of the bush all 
the way around, not right at the 
union, Cross your fingers. 


Sisco warns the beginner that 
this rose thing is catching.
